Judges Lost In The Corner 


Quick now, for $1 million in prizes and trading 
stamps, who are the candidates running in the 
Nov. 3 general election for the Michigan Court of 


Appeals? 
Running for what, you say? When, you say? 


- Who, you ssy? 


Unfortunately for our judicial system in 
Michigan, iis is just about the impression these 
three important elective jobs are making on the 
minds of the voters. 

As judgeships go, these are good jobs. They are 
prestigious, well-paying, and the decisiona of the 
jurists carry considerable weight. : 

But the interest in serving on the court of 
appeals this year was very low. And the dent on 
the consciousness of most voters is even lower. 


The appellate court system was set up in the 
1963 constitution as a half-way system—half-way 
between the cireuit courts and the state supreme 
court. Originally, nine judgeships were established 
from three separate circuits—three from Wayne 
county; three from the second district, which 
spreads in a semi-circle out from Wayne county 
and includes generally southeastern Michigan, 
including Lansing; and three from the third 
district, which covers the vast reaches of the rest 


of the state. 


Then we added one more from each district‘a 


; few years back, so now we have a 12-man court, 


which generallv serves in nanels of three judges. 

Chief judge is T. John Lesinski from Detroit in 
the first district (Remember him? Former 
lieutenant governor who wanted the Democratic 
nomination for state supreme court this year, but 
didn’t get it). ‘ 

No. 2 judge is John Fitzgerald from Grand 
Ledge in the third district (Remember him? 
Former state senator whose father, the late Frank 


_ Fitzgerald,: was secretary of state and twice elected 


as governor back in the 30s). 

As I said, somehow these jobs weren't :too 
attractive this year. In the first district of Wayne 
county, only one candidate even filed for the 
job—the incumbent judge, John Gillis He’s assured 
of a new term on the bench. 

In the second district, two candidates filed—the 
incumbent judge, Robert J. Danhof cf East 
Lansing, a former federal district attomey and 
legal advisor to the governor whe was appointed to 
the bench by former Gov. Romney; and Don 
Freeman of Flint, presently a Genesee circuit 
judge. 

In the third district, two candidates also 
filed—the incumbent judge, Robert Burns of 
Grand Rapids, and young district judge from 
Coldwater, James Carr. 


On the non-partisan ballots on Nov. 3, the 


incumbents—Danhof and Burns—will carry the 
identifying designation.as incumbents, which i1.a 


pair of races drawing as little attention as these 
should prove a decided advantage. | 

* The average voter:will’‘have to’ do -a: lot of: 
probing to find these appellate judge races when 
he goes into the voting booth on Nov. 3. 

In paper ballot precincts, they will be on a 
separate non-partisan ballot. In machine precincts, 
they'll be down in the corner, away from the party 
columns. Be sure to look for them; these are 
important jobs.
